If there was 
any such thing as a contest at the polls, 
if the State government was not practically, 
the work of a convention} the State govern - 
ment would havea liability from which it 
is now exempt, and would be all the better 
for it. 

But alas for the superabundant Democra- 
cy of Missouri! Its dimensions have never 
been measured; its strength is not known. 
The woods are full of Democrats, and if any 
“oceasion could call out the full Democratic 
vote, we firmly believe that a trifling majori- 
ty of a hundred thousand could be easily and 
honestly brought out to convince the world 
that Missouri is unalterably Democratic.

PUBLIC BUILDINGS. 

The recent exhibition ef public virtue 
over the appropriation for public buildings 
was as sickening a piece of cant as one could 
ever wish to see. Since MULLETT first con- 
verted the Treasury carpenter-shop into a 
Government department, second only to a 
Cabinet department, no member of Congress 
has been found with sufficient virtue to vote 
against a public building in his district or 
his city. There might be objections to pub- 
lie buildings elsewhere, but to each Con- 
gressman the public building in his district 
has invariably been the exact thing which 
was needed to complete the beautiful system 
of. our Government. 

It is not worth while wasting words on 
that sense of honor which is displayed in 
voting for one’s own public building 
and condemning the 
other public buildings. When this takes 
the form of zeal for the public welfare it is 
oant of the most sickening kind. 

But the question which irresistibly suggests 
iteelf is the quéstion if there is no stop to be 
put to the building mania. We do not see 
how it is to be done. The appropriation for 
public butidings possesses the same intrin- 
sicatly vicious elements as the river and har- 
bor bill: local interests, which wouid ‘be 
defeated if each one stood on its merits, pre- 
vail because they all stand together. The 
best that can done is to have the matter put 
in charge ofa standing committee, to have 
the amount available for public buildings 
‘agreed on and set apart for that purpose, 
and to have the rule laid down that no build- 
ings should be begun on insufficient appro- 
priations. At any rate we are in for a great 
deal of building, and we have done so much 
of it thatit is no longer unreasonable for 
any location to ask for an appropriation, nor 
is it a sign of superior virtue for any Con- 


gressman to object.

THE INCREASE OF CRIME. 

This community, which has recently been 
shocked by the accounts of an unusually 
large number of embezzlements, must have 
been still more shocked at the Information 
conveyed through the columns of the Post- 
DisPaTou, that only a small percentage of 
such cases came to light. In the present 
condition of the criminal law, bitter experi- 
ence has taught business men that it is bet- 
ter ve let a thief go than to attempt the cost- 
ly and Gangerous experiment of bringing 
him to justice. 

‘Strange as this statement sounds, no one 
questions its accuracy. It indicates the ex- 
istence of a monstrous evil, the abuse of 
criminal justice which no one can help no- 
ticing. 

There are two chief reasons why this 
abuse flourishes. The first is the shysterism 
of criminal practice, which has no seruples 
about the means it employs to earn its fee. 

No trick is left untried, and the most com- 
mon and successful one is to take up the 
time of the Court and to weary the patience 
and exhaust the resources of the prosecution 
by delays and continuances of all kinds. 

It is veryeasy to say that these delays 
oughs not to be permitted, but an anwise 
economy in providing for the administration 
ofthe law not only permits but compels 
them. This is the second cause of the 
abuses which are complained of. St. 
Leuis ‘has exactly the same provis- 
ion for trying criminal cases now that 
she had thirty years ago, to-wit: one judge 
and one prosecuting attorney. When each 
grand jury sends down to the criminal court 
more indictments than it can dispose of ina 


bie. The court cannot be expected to be 
ready for every case. The prosecution is 
compelled to ask for continua noes and it is 
not reasonable to say that the defense shall 
not have a privilege which is constantly ex- 
tended to the prosecution. 

As long ts tlie people of St. Louis syste- 
matically and wilfully refuse to make provis- 
jon for the trial of criminal cases it is Idle 
to complain of the defeat of justice throagh 
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Tae Star-Eyea Goddess of Reform and 
the Painted Harlot of Protection are having 
a monkey and parrot time. Having been 
called a lecherous hanger-on” of the latter 
by Mr. Watrerson, Mr. E. P. Howl of 
the Atlanta Constitution regrets that he ever 
called Mr. Warrerson’s paper a Free 
Lance, and says of Mr. n 
self: ae.

A HARD FIGHT. 


Important Questions Which the Univer- 
sity Club Decide To-Night. 

There will be an adjourned meeting of the 
University Club at 8 o’cloek this evening. Tne 
object is to discuss and vote upon two amend- 
ments to the charter and by-laws of the club. The 
proposed amendment to the charter ig that from 


and after January 1, 1885, the initiation fee of the 
club shall be instead of $100. Two amend- 
ments are proposed to the by-laws, one that tlie 
annual dues be increased from 660 to. 960 aud the 
other that they de lowered to 
In addition to this there is a proposed 
amendment to the charter that has met with the 
most violent opposition on the t of a great 
number of members. It is that ah additionabas- 
sessment of $50 be le upon the members for 
this year. All of these matters were to have 
been acted upon at the regular quarterly meeting 
of the club, held last Tuesday night; but owing 
to the strong opposition to this assessment, men- 
tioned above, a quorum of members failed to at- 
tend the meeting. 1o-night it is thought the con- 
tending forces will meet and the battle be 
fought. J udging from the various rumors afloat. 
the condition of the club is rather precarivus. 
There are a number of members who openly as- 
sert that they will not submit to another agsess- 
ment this year. Two assessments, one of {$59 and 
another of $25, were levied last year — two 
more of similar sums have already eu levied 
this year, and now tne board of directors clalm 
that unless another 850 is assessed the club can- 
not meet its outstanding indebtedness. There are 
one or two suits tape pending 
against the club and rs are 
entertained that more will 
filed unless something is soon done to meet t 
resent emergencies, When the projected mor 
rom the oid quarters of the University on h- 
ington avenue to its present location was st 
broached some of the older members shook their 
heads and told the younger ones, who adv 
the change, “to go slow.“ They said the club 
could not vay $7,000 rent and keep up an. estab- 
lisument proportionate to this high rent, without 
baukrupting the club in a few years, The ae 5 
cates of the change argued oe d 
that an increased initiation fee and a ded 
increase in membership, which must necegsarily 
follow the change would insure a sufficient in- 
come to run the club successfully. These two 
factions will prone, come in conflict te-night, 
whew the galling “I told you so” must give way 
to the inevitable “What shali we doof“ 

“It is simply a question,“ said a member 
‘‘whetber the wealthy men of the club are 
to give us a lift. The younger members bave 
been assessed enough and will not stand another 
levy of $50.”
